MAYOR'S POIGNANTTRIBUTE TO THE'FIRST LADY OF LYME' 



A SHADOW was cast 
over Lyme’s post- 
Christmas celebrations 
when the town awoke 
on Saturday morning 
to hear of the 
overnight death of 
Barbara Austin MBE 
in Dorchester Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Lyme-born Councillor 
Austin, 80, was known as 
the “First Lady of Lyme” 
for her charity work over a 
number of years. 

She was awarded the 
MBE in the 2010 New 
Year’s Honours List for 
services to the community. 

Tributes have been pour¬ 
ing in from local commu¬ 
nity leaders, led by current 
mayor Sally Holman, who 
said: “Barbara had a great 
love of her home town, 
worked tirelessly for it and 
will be greatly missed. 
This is a very sad day for 
Lyme Regis. 

“A great light has gone 
out of out in our town.” 

Councillor Austin has 
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been in indifferent health 
for several months but she 
did not allow it to affect 
her community duties. 

She spent Christmas Day 
with her family but was 
rushed into hospital in the 
early hours of Friday 
morning with breathing

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for Lyme’s festive illumi¬ 
nations, generally consid¬ 
ered to be the best in the 
area, and was the main or¬ 
ganiser of the Over 70s 
Christmas Lunch for many 


years. She served as mayor 
of Lyme Regis for two 
three-year terms after the 
death of her husband, for¬ 
mer postman Norman 
Austin, with friend Sheila 
Applebee at her side as 
mayoress throughout her 
years in office. 

She was also president of 
Lyme Regis Football Club 


and Lyme Regis Ma¬ 
jorettes, a former governor 
at St Michael’s Primary 
School and was connected 
with numerous other local 
organisations. 

Other groups she was 
connected with included 
the Junior Band, RNLI

Passed away peacefully in hospital on 
the 29th December 2012, aged 80 years.

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BORN in Cambridge, Jake Reilly trained as a cab¬ 
inet maker in Hackney, London, before moving 
to Blandford Forum in Dorset. 

He made bespoke furniture and fitted kitchens 
before becoming factory manager for a com¬ 
pany making eco-house kits. The 44-year-old is 
now production manager for renowned shep¬ 
herd hut makers Plankbridge. 

He now lives in Dorchester with his wife and 
two sons. 


• WHAT does your job entail? 

My job entails overseeing our workshop and team of 
eight hut-makers, ensuring that each bespoke hut is 
built and finished on schedule and to the exacting stan¬ 
dards that our customers expect. I also have to build 
huts myself so the job has a good variety. 

• WHY are shepherds huts so popular? 

Shepherds huts, once a common feature of the south¬ 
ern chalk downlands, fell out of use as farming practices 
changed but have had something of a renaissance 
since around 2000 when they began being built again 
for modern uses. 

The huts that we make are fully insulated, totally 
weather proof and can be laid out however the cus¬ 
tomer wishes. They can have additional double glazed 
windows fitted, single or double doors, wood burning 
stoves, under floor heating, electric wiring for lights and 
power or solar panels. We then fit them with bespoke 
furniture such as beds, dressers, cupboards, fold down 
desks etc. 

They can be used as a garden room for enjoying a 
view, as a spare room for guests, as a home office or 
artists retreat, a teenagers den or a bolt hole for a quiet 
cup of tea away from the clamour of modern life. 

• HOW much work goes into them? 

They are built to a traditional design but with many im¬ 
proved features. They have a steel chassis, cast iron 
wheels made in Frome and the rest of the hut is built 
at our workshop in Piddlehinton. Each hut is built from 
beginning to end by one hut-maker, who is responsible 
for everything that goes in it. It takes around four to six 
weeks to complete. This craftsman approach gives the 
customer the best quality product and the hut-maker 
a great sense of pride in their work. 

• HAVE you always liked building things? 

I have always made things with wood, from helping my 
dad build bookshelves as a boy, to making dens and 
tree houses and then training as a cabinet maker. It is 
immensely satisfying to see a project through from be¬ 



ginning to end and to know that all the work has been 
done by you. 

• IS living/work space becoming increasingly im¬ 
portant to people? 

We have built many huts for customers who run their 
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own businesses from home, and want to have separate 
space from the house to do so. They may need the 
room in the house for a growing family and a hut allows 
them to continue without the expense of renting office 
space. The hut can always be changed internally if re¬ 
quirements change. 

• WHAT is the most interesting living space you 
have ever seen? 

In the mid 90s I travelled round Europe with a group of 
friends and met many British travellers in vehicles that 
they had converted such as a Panorama Coach which I 
helped build a kitchen for. Probably the most amazing 
was a removals lorry that had been converted into a 
beautiful home for a family of four. It had a fold-down 
balcony made from the tailgate, a boot room, a kitchen 
area, a sitting area with a wood burner, a sleeping pod 
for the kids and up a spiral staircase built out of old 
school desks complete with lifting lids for storage and 
the parents'bed area. I would love to take an old vehicle 
and convert it in to a living space complete with lots of 
clever storage and space saving ideas myself. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Dorset? 

Having moved from East London we have never regret¬ 
ted it or wanted to return. West Dorset is such a beau¬ 
tiful part of the world, with such a variety of great 
beaches and walks, great country pubs, delicious local 
beers and friendly people. 

• WHAT do you hope for 2013? 

In 2013 I hope to help Plankbridge build on the suc¬ 
cesses of the last several years. I would like to start play¬ 
ing badminton again after an injury has kept me away 
for a few months. All the usual resolutions; get fit, lose 
weight etc. but also to do more exploring in Dorset. 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

I always carry my phone and my Leatherman Wave 
multi-tool, which my sons bought for my birthday 2 
years ago. I use it every single day at work and now feel 
lost without it. 

• WHO would play you in the biopic movie of your 
life? 

I asked my so called friends who might play me in the 
biopic of my life and got Danny De Vito, Brad Pitt and 
Martin Clunes! Make of that what you will.

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MBE for Lyme resident 



LYME Regis resident Philip White, chief 
executive of the Hestercombe Gardens 
Trust, was honoured with an MBE for his 
remarkable services to heritage garden 
restoration in the 2013 New Year's Hon¬ 
ours list 

A delighted Mr White (pictured), who 
lives in Hill Rise Road, said: "This has 
come as a great surprise, but it's been a 
great privilege to be able to restore Hes- 
tercombe's extraordinary historic land¬ 
scape. 

"I have been associated with the gar¬ 
dens since 1992 when I first realised that 
hidden beneath the coniferous wood¬ 
land and brambles in the valley behind 
Hestercombe House, were the remains of 
a once beautiful, eighteenth century 
landscape garden complete with lakes, 
cascades, garden buildings and stunning 
vistas. You could say, it then became my 
life's mission to restore it." 

Hestercombe, located near Taunton, 
already boasted a Grade I listed formal 
Edwardian garden, designed by architect 


Edwin Lutyens with planting plans by 
Gertrude Jekyll, which had initially un¬ 
dergone restoration in the 1970s, but it 
was Philip White's determination to un¬ 
cover the landscape garden that trans¬ 
formed the whole site into the acclaimed 
attraction it is today and listed amongst 
the top 20 gardens in Britain. 

Former dairy farmer and wildlife con¬ 
servationist, Mr White's achievement is 
one of sheer determination and endeav¬ 
our which involved mortgaging his 
house to fund the initial felling of hun¬ 
dreds of trees and removing 17,000 
tonnes of silt from the choked up lakes. 

The Great Cascade flows again 

Securing a grant from the Countryside 
Commission in 1993 for a historical sur¬ 
vey of the site provided the information 
that allowed the restoration to move for¬ 
ward and armed with a water colour of 
the garden by its original 18th century 
creator, Coplestone Warre Bampfylde, 
Mr White was able to start to reveal the 
structure of the garden; the mausoleum 


and temple were rebuilt and the Great 
Cascade flowed again. 

Ten years later a Heritage Lottery grant 
of £3.7 million towards the total £4.9 mil¬ 
lion cost of the next stage of restoration 
and development enabled the coach 
house and stables to be converted into a 
state of the art visitor centre as well as 
continuing the restoration of the land¬ 
scape and formal gardens. 

A £1.6 million project to restore the 
17th century mill and barn complex, and 
on-going restoration in the Edwardian 
garden and Victorian shrubbery have 
contributed to Hestercombe's unique 
status as being the only site in Britain 
where visitors can explore three cen¬ 
turies of garden history. The latest proj¬ 
ect involves Hestercombe House, which 
is shortly to be gifted to the trust by 
Somerset County Council when it will be 
put to a number of uses including be¬ 
coming the Hestercombe Centre for 
Young Musicians, part of the Guildhall 
School of Music and Drama.

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Authority and belongs to the Financial Services Compen¬ 
sation Scheme which guarantees 100% of your savings. 

First Dorset Credit Union has twelve service points, 
covering Dorchester, Blackmore Vale, Sherborne, Port¬ 
land, Weymouth, Lyme Regis and Bridport. These service 
points are operated by 120 unpaid volunteers. 

The Bridport Service Point has been open on Saturday 
mornings for nine years in St Mary’s Church on South 
Street with Saturday opening between 9.30 and 11.30. 

Services include Standard Savings Accounts; Special 
Savings Accounts with easy access so that up to £50 can 
be withdrawn locally in cash and larger withdrawals can 
be withdrawn by cheque cashable at your local Post Of¬ 
fice; Christmas Savings Accounts which pay out annu¬ 
ally in November - all savings are independently 
guaranteed; Young Saver Accounts for younger members 
aged under 18. 

Prepaid Visa Debit Cards are the latest offering to 
members .Cardholders transfer money from their Savings 
Account onto their card, which can then be used to buy 
goods and services, both locally and on the internet, and 
obtain cash back at supermarkets. 

Saver and Non Saver Loans which include Life Assur¬ 
ance, covering any outstanding balance are also available. 

To join complete an application form, available at the 
service points or printed from the website. Take the form 
together with photo ID and a utility bill which prove your 
identity and home address, to any service point. A joining 
fee of £3 and a first deposit of £1 is required to open your 
Standard Savings Account.

shop volunteers, the Lyme Regis-St George’s Twinning 
Association, the Woodmead Halls Management Commit¬ 
tee and the Lyme Regis Community Bingo Association. 
In fact, there were few locals groups that had not bene¬ 
fited from Mrs Austin’s fundraising skills over the years. 

As a mother of five, and before her civic life, she 
worked tirelessly as a fundraiser for youth causes, in¬ 
cluding the primary school, boys club and football club. 

She is survived by four sons - Richard, David, Kerry 
and Adam - and daughter Jane, nine grandchildren and 
one great grandchild. 

Eldest son Richard thanked all those who have sent 
messages of condolence. 

“Our phone has not stopped ringing,” he said. 

“We were aware of mum’s work for the town and how 
much she was respected. But whatever she did for the 
town, she did five times over for the family. Family al¬ 
ways came first. As children, we wanted for nothing and 
she always made our Christmases the best ever.” 

The funeral service will take place on Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 10th at St Michael’s Parish Church.

Town Council which will be filled at a by-election if the 
requisite number of electors call for one.

The Mighty Hop Brew¬ 
ery and Town Mill Brew¬ 
ery, both based in Lyme, 
organised the festival in 
Axminster alongside Art 
Brew of Chideock. The 
three micro-breweries 
usually work together to 


put on the annual Lyme 
Regis Beer Festival at the 
Marine Theatre, which will 
be held again in March 
2013. 

The Christmas Beer Fes¬ 
tival was held in Axmin¬ 
ster Guildhall on Saturday, 


December 22nd. 

Town Mill Brewery man¬ 
ager Richard Surtees said: 
"It's our first festival in 
Axminster. Our normal 
one is at the end of March 
in Lyme Regis, but we are 
keen to branch out and 


thought it might interest 
a few people a few days 
before Christmas." 

The event meant that 
Axminster did get a beer 
festival after all in 2012. 
The town's annual show¬ 
piece - Axminster Beer, 
Music and Cider Festival - 
was scheduled for the last 
Saturday in June but fell 
victim to the wet weather.

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Mudslide dislodges chalet 


EMERGENCY services and council officials are keeping 
a close watch on the cliffs above Monmouth Beach in 
Lyme Regis after a serious landslide damaged a £140,000 
chalet overlooking Lyme Bay. 

Police closed part of Monmouth Beach on Friday 
evening after a 200 feet mudslide pushed the cedar-clad 
chalet off its foundations, leaving it precariously perched 
at a 30 degree angle. 

With heavy overnight rain and further slips expected, 
coastguards were also called in and the Dorset Police hel¬ 
icopter circled over the site to check that no one was on 
the landslip. 

The chalet is owned by builder Chris Edgar, who 
bought the property just a few months ago. The BBC re¬ 
ported that he had already spent a significant sum 
strengthening his property with steel and concrete and 
was confident the chalet could be repaired. 

Council officials were on site early on Saturday morn¬ 
ing including Councillor Mark Gage, chairman of the 
Strategy and Policy Committee, who was co-ordinating 
the town council’s response. 

Other town and district councillors, including Daryl 
Turner, George Symonds and Anita Williams, were also 
on site over the weekend. 

Councillor Gage said all chalet owners had been in¬ 
formed about the situation and those who visited their

properties were escorted on and off the site to ensure no 
one took unnecessary risks. 

Electricity workers were also called in to disconnect the 
power to the damaged chalet. 

Earlier in the week council officials pulled forward 
three caravans from the foot of the cliff to avoid possible 
damage. 

Natural England earlier this week closed the Undercliff 
footpath on Ware Cliffs to walkers because of land move¬ 
ment and slips have been reported at Crow’s Nest and Un¬ 
derhill Farm. 

Councillor Gage said the town council would be mon¬ 
itoring the situation over the coming days and issuing a 
statement after the New Year break. 

Monmouth Beach, which provides the town council 
with substantial revenue from site fees, is a notoriously 
unstable area and has been the site of landslips for hun¬ 
dreds of years. 

Town and district councillor Daryl Turner has been urg¬ 
ing his colleagues on the town council to increase their 
reserves to cover any unexpected costs caused by the un¬ 
stable cliffs.

Farrell and Fyme Regis

fundraising team, Fee 
Caddy and Fynnette 
Ravenscroft and Diana 
Dixon. Without your help 
and support we would 
not be where we are 
today. 

All this support has 


helped bring this building 
alive and we are now 
open every week night - 
three nights for the local 
youth, B Sharp and Fyme 
Regis Majorettes on the 
other two nights. We 
have also held several big 
events in the main hall 
including a children’s Di¬ 
amond Jubilee tea party 
and music concerts and 
workshops held by B 
Sharp. Coming up in the 
New Year we have a cou¬ 
ple of new groups who 
will be holding gym ses¬ 
sions on Tuesdays and 
pre-school sessions, fol¬ 
lowed by after school 
recreational gym. The 
other group are hoping to 
start Scottish Dancing 
(from February), starting 
on Sundays between 
6.30pm and 9.30pm. 

We have over this last 
year carried out a lot of 
major work which has 
helped bring the building 
and its facilities up to a 
good standard. Here are a 


few of the key areas of 
work which has been car¬ 
ried out: 

• Electrical safety work 
to bring everything up to 
current standards, includ¬ 
ing new power system 
for stage area 

• New lighting in the- 
Hub Cafe, landing area 
and office areas 

• New gate for front of 
building. 

• Complete new stage 
area and major replace¬ 
ment of joist under stage 
and main floor 

• Fire doors, equipment, 
lock replacements and 
widening of staircase 

• Hall storage areas for 
equipment etc. 

• Computer and internet 
support 

• Improved drainage at 
rear of building 

• New windows and se¬ 
curity bars at rear of 
building 

There have been many 
others and there is still 
much more to do during 


this next year. We will be 
starting this programme 
off with replacing the 
main lights in the up¬ 
stairs hall, planned for 
January. We also have a 
working party of volun¬ 
teers who will start to 
paint the stage area and 
hall walls. 

We plan to purchase 
stage curtains, hall tables 
and chairs and a music 
system for the cafe from 
the funds already raised 
and grants which we 
have applied for. How¬ 
ever, funding, like in lots 
of other groups, is very 


hard to get and we still 
have more major work to 
carry out. These form 
part of our “Wish Fist”. 
We have no heating in 
the main hall area, so we 
need to install eco- 
friendly heating, plus 
start the installation of 
disabled toilets, make the 
hall acoustically friendly 
and replace our front 
windows. 

All these and many 
more jobs still to be com¬ 
pleted and I and others 
will be working very 
hard to raise more funds 
for The Hub.

There is an alternative viable 
option for Whistler's Wood 


Pudding Race an 'excellent'first event 


■ I OWN Rose Hill, Silver Street, and I am opposing the 
planned development of Whistler’s Wood. 

One key point raised in the planning application and 
Stuart Case’s letter in the View from Lyme Regis (Dece- 
meber 19th) is that there is no other viable alternative to 
protect the wood. This is not true. As I set out in my at¬ 
tached objection, about 18 months ago I made a substan¬ 
tial offer to the owner to buy the wood - and to keep it in 
its entirety as a wood and not for development. This offer 
remains in place. I would be happy to sign whatever 
covenants are necessary to prevent any future develop¬ 
ment, restore the health of the wood, maintain its on¬ 
going good health and make it available at certain times 
of the year for the enjoyment of local towns people and 
schools. 

I do acknowledge that the monetary value of my offer 
is significantly less than what the owner would receive if 
the wood was sold for development. But the fact remains 
that the assertion that this woodland cannot be viably pro¬ 
tected is simply not true. 

Equally should the owner wish to donate the wood to 
the town or the Lyme Regis Society, I would be happy to 
make a significant donation to a trust established for its 
restoration and on-going maintenance as a woodland area 
in its entirety. 

The other point I challenge is the size and scale of the 
proposed buildings. As the illustrations in my attached 


submission show, these are substantial properties, the 
larger property is 25 feet high - circa 33 feet wide. This 
is a substantial property by any measure. The second 
property, although slightly smaller is still over 21 feet 
high and 28 feet wide. These buildings will have a sub¬ 
stantial adverse impact on the wood and surrounding 
area. 

The town council have kindly deferred the review of 
this application by the Planning and Highways Commit¬ 
tee to 7pm on January 15th to give those deeply con¬ 
cerned about this proposed development more time to 
prepare our objections. I strongly encourage as many 
town residents as possible to attend this meeting at the 
Guildhall and support our opposition to this application. 

There are highly practical and much more attractive al¬ 
ternatives which would provide lasting protection and im¬ 
provement for the wood. Surely one of these would be a 
far better outcome than letting one of the last remaining 
areas of greenery in the centre of the town go for devel¬ 
opment - which no matter how sensitively it is designed 
and carried out - will have a substantial negative impact 
versus the alternatives of protecting the wood, in its en¬ 
tirety and making it more widely available for the people 
of Lyme Regis.

I THOUGHT the 
Mayor, Sally Hol¬ 
man, got it exactly 
right when paying trib¬ 
ute to Barbara Austin, 
who died on Saturday 
morning, when she 
said: “A light has gone 
out in our town”. 

Her deputy, Anita 
Williams, also made an 
apposite comment in 
her tribute, pointing 
out how appropriate it 
was that the Christmas 
lights were shining so 
brightly over Lyme 
Regis when Barbara 
passed away. 

It was Barbara, of 
course, who did some¬ 
thing about Lyme’s 


dreadful festive illumi¬ 
nations a few years ago 
and like so many other 
occasions with Bar¬ 
bara, she didn’t just 
moan about it but 
rolled up her sleeves 
and got on with the job 
of raising £8,000 every 
Christmas to make 
Lyme the most attrac¬ 
tive town for miles over 
the festive period. 

One thing I am sure 
about, we will never see 
the likes of Barbara 
Austin in this town 
again. 

As a close friend of 
her eldest son Richard, 
I was informed of her 
death early on Satur¬ 


day morning. It was the 
news that many in the 
town had been dreading 
for some time. 

I knew Barbara had 
been ill; in fact she had 
been struggling with her 
health for many months, 
and those closest to her 
urged her to slow down. 

Barbara would have 


none of it and it is a tes¬ 
tament to her incredible 
commitment to the town 
she loved so much that 
she was doing her bit 
right up until the end. 

As well as leading the 
small fundraising team 
that organised the 
Christmas lights, Bar¬ 
bara was also the leading 


light behind the organi¬ 
sation of the Old Folks’ 
Christmas Lunch. She 
was at the forefront of 
this year’s event on De¬ 
cember 15th, despite her 
failing health, greeting 
the over 70s as they ar¬ 
rived at the Alexandra 
Hotel as she had done for 
so many years. We al¬ 


ways tried to get her to 
sit down with the town’s 
senior citizens but she 
never would. The fact is 
she did not consider her¬ 
self to be old and she 
flatly refused. 

In recent years I have 
sat on a number of com¬ 
mittees with Barbara 
and attended others she 
was involved in as a re¬ 
porter. Often I would 
pick her up from outside 
her flat in Clappentail 
Lane. 

Whenever I pulled up 
at her home she was al¬ 
ways waiting outside 
with relevant file in 
hand. Never late, always 
immaculately turned 


out. I will miss those lit¬ 
tle detours. 

It would be impossible 
to put an estimate on 
how much money she 
has raised for local 
groups and good causes 
over the years. 

As a young mother 
with four rumbustious 
sons and a daughter to 
bring up with husband 
Norman, a local post¬ 
man, she was always 
quick to respond when 
helping out the town’s 
youth was concerned. 

The primary school, 
football club and boys’ 
club were her particu¬ 
lar favourites but over 
the years there can’t be 
many local groups who 
did not benefit from her 
drive and enthusiasm 
when it came to getting 
things done. 

Her civic career came 
after the death of her 
husband and she went 
on to be Lyme’s longest 
serving first citizen, 
completing two terms 
of three years, always 
with the loyal Sheila 
Applebee, a great 
friend, at her side as 
mayoress. Norman 
would have been so 
proud of her, as were all 
her family. 


I remember well their 
excitement when I took 
a photo of both of them 
looking resplendent in 
their posh frocks and 
hats before setting off to 
attend a garden party at 
Buckingham Palace. 

Later, Barbara was 
awarded the MBE for 
her services to the com¬ 
munity. much deserved 
and, in the opinion of 
many, long overdue. 

Such was her modesty 
that she thought it was 
a joke until she finally 
got round to opening up 
the letter from the Cab¬ 
inet Office. 

To those who had 
tried to do their bit for 
the community over the 
years, Barbara was al¬ 
ways a shining example 
and an inspiration. 

She had little time for 
those who just talked a 
good game and gave 
short shrift to anyone 
who dared to criticise 
her beloved home town. 

There is no doubt that 
a light has gone out in 
our town. But the glow¬ 
ing reflection of her 
memory will flicker for 
always. 

There will never be 
another Barbara 
Austin. 


Lyme's creeping cliffs causing council more headaches 


■ FURTHER slippage of the cliffs at Monmouth 
Beach was inevitable, given the extreme 
weather conditions of late. 

The shifting slopes that span the Jurassic Coast 
have never been more unstable and Lyme Regis 
Town Council has long come to realise they can take 
no chances with irascibility of blue lias. 

Hence, council officials have been keeping a close 
eye on Monmouth Beach where cliff falls have been 
prevalent for hundreds of years and, as the rain got 
heavier, they sprung into action. Three vulnerable 
caravans were pulled away from the cliff face and 
emergency plans were dusted off. 

Those plans, co-ordinated by Dorset County Coun¬ 


cil and West Dorset District Council, were quietly im¬ 
plemented with police being dispatched to close 
Monmouth Beach as chunks of cliff started slipping 
seawards. 

One chalet, said to have changed hands just three 
months ago for £140,000, was pushed off its founda¬ 
tions to a 30 degree angle. Others under threat es¬ 
caped damaged. 

Councillors turned out to lend a hand if required 
and see how serious the situation looked and, on Sat¬ 
urday morning, Mark Gage, chairman of the town 
council's Strategy and Policy Committee, had taken 
control of the situation in an efficient and calm man¬ 
ner. 

The council, of course, has a financial interest in the 


protection of the chalets with licence fees contribut¬ 
ing significantly every year to balancing the munici¬ 
pal books. However, first priority was the protection 
of property and ensuring that people were kept well 
away from any danger. 

As always happens, the precariously perched chalet 
became a bit of tourist attraction on Saturday and 
Sunday, boosting numbers to the Cobb area. 

Councils are easy targets for inadequate or lethar¬ 
gic response in such circumstances but not on this 
occasion. They could do little more - but there, they 
have had plenty of experience when it comes to the 
dark and dangerous mud masses above Monmouth 
Beach.

TEXAS CHAINSAW MASSACRE 18 

AFTER the first massacre in 1974, the townspeople suspected that the 
Sawyer family were responsible. A vigilante mob of enraged locals sur¬ 
rounded the Sawyer house, burning it to the ground and killing every last 
member of the family.

BMW has revealed a new version of the popu¬ 
lar Z4 roadster which will go on sale in March, 
2013-80 years after we first offered such an 
exciting concept. Currently BMW's only two 
seat drop-top to be offered, the BMW Z4 now 
comes with a new entry-level sDrivel 8i, while 
at the same time the Pure Traction Design 
package boasts a level of sophistication and 
high specification not seen on a Z4 before. 

The new BMW Z4 sDrivel 8i engine heralds a 
new entry point into BMW Z4 ownership. 
Priced from £27,610 OTR this new derivative 
uses a de-tuned version of an existing 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder twin-scroll turbocharged engine. 
Producing 156hp at 5,000rpm from its 1,997cc 
powerplant the car is capable of zero to 62mph 
time of 7.9 seconds before going on to a top 
speed of 137mph.

SOMERSET county cricket 
club is making the headlines 
as 2012 draws to a close and 
we enter 2013 writes 
Howard Larcombe. 

Reigning PCA Player-of- 
the year Nick Compton was 
a vital part of England's suc¬ 
cessful tour of India. 

The 29-year-old batsman 
compiled four successive 
vital opening wicket stands 
of 50+ with his skipper Alas- 
tair Cook as England battled 
back from 1 -0 down to take 
the four-test series 2-1. 

Compton's performances 
were generally solid if un¬ 
spectacular. A series aver¬ 
age of 34.66 (top score 57, 
3rd test, Kolkata) is a good 
start to his fledgling career 
wearing the three lions. 

Admittedly pitches in 
India were low and slow and 
a four or even five pronged 
spin attack didn't make for 
fluent stroke-play, but a 
strike rate of 33.93 (against 
a career figure of 47.63) will 
see his ability to 'press-on' 
come under the microscope 
when the team travels to 
New Zealand in February for 
the three-test series. 

Attention amongst Som¬ 
erset supporters turned to 
Jos Buttler and the two- 
game T20 mini-series. 

In the opening game in 


Pune on December 20th the 
22-year-old, batting at num¬ 
ber six came in England 
wobbling on 100 for 4 be¬ 
fore crashing a 21-ball 34 
which included three 6s. 

However the hosts eased 
to a relatively comfortable 
five-wicket win. 

Two days later there was 
better news for the tourists 
with Buttler unbeaten with 
a seven-ball 15 as skipper 
Eoin Morgan smashed a 
straight six off the last ball 
to secure an impressive six 
wicket triumph. 

After returning home to 
the UKButtler is joined by 
Somerset colleague Craig 
Kieswetter and the pair re¬ 
turn to India after the festive 
break for the five 50 over 
one day internationals be¬ 
ginning in Rajkot on Janu¬ 
ary 11th.

Back at Taunton there is 
encouraging news ahead of 
the 2013 campaign. 

Pete Trego, who had such 
a magnificent 2012 season, 
has put pen to paper and 
signed a new three-year 
contract to stay at the 
County Ground. 

The Weston-super-Mare 
born all-rounder was 
crowned FTI Most Valuable 
Player across all 17 counties 


after scoring 897 runs and 
taking 67 wickets in all com¬ 
petitions. 

Trego will be joined by 
Pakistani Abdur Rehman. 
The 32-yeard-old left-arm 
spinner made an immediate 
impact in his four champi¬ 
onship games for the 
county last season taking 27 
wickets at just 14.18 includ¬ 
ing a superb haul of 9 for 65

Almost the perfect result 


IT was unlikely, barring a disaster, that ei¬ 
ther of Bob Buckler's runners in the Betfred 
Novices' Chase at Ascot just before Christ¬ 
mas was going to win with the highly rated 
Simonsig in the race, but it almost turned 
into the perfect race in the circumstances. 

Buckler saddled Sulpius who was run¬ 
ning his third race in eleven days following 
two wins at Folkestone and Fontwell, and 
the inexperienced Ashbourne Folly, who 
only returned to racing this month after 
being sidelined for 20 months after a po¬ 
tentially fatal accident in only his second 
race of his career. 

Outsiders in the five-horse race, Buckler 
knew if both jumped to their potential he 
would pick up some rich pickings even for 
the minor placings. 

JE Moore kept Sulpius in touch with the 
leader Act of Kalanisi who dropped back 
after the sixth and subsequently fell at the 
next along with Dare Me. Unfortunately 
they badly hampered Ashbourne Folly 
who unseated Andrew Glassonbury at the 
next fence, leaving just Simonsig and 
Sulpius in the race. 

Eventually Barry Geraghty let the Arkle 
Chase favourite off the bridle and he strode 
away to a 49 length victory. 

But Sulpius maintained his superb jump¬ 
ing form to claim the £6,360 second prize, 
which with the other prize money being di¬ 
vided among the finishers totalled around 


£9k. 

Buckler said: "It was almost the perfect re¬ 
sult. Unfortunately Ashbourne Folly was 
badly hampered and almost knocked over 
by the others falling and being inexperi¬ 
enced in a high class fast race, he didn't 
quite regain his balance in time for the next 
fence and unseated Andrew. 

"You have to remember that he went 
straight to chasing after returning from in¬ 
jury so has no hurdling experience and the 
fences at Ascot are big."

Sulpius who was once again running at 
the shorter distance of 2m 3f instead of his 
ideal 3m produced another sparkling dis- 
play. 

"Once again he jumped a lovely round 
and did very nicely. 

"Simonsig is rated at 166 so unless he 
made a terrible blunder and over the 
shorter distance he was not going to really 
worry him, but he picked up £2k more 
prize money for finishing second than he 
did in winning his last three races." 

There was less to cheer about with Buck¬ 
ler's two other horses that ran. 

Dora Canina finished one from last in a 
2m bumper at Wincanton on Boxing Day. 

"Her problem is speed. She is not very 
fast, but Giles Hawkins who rode her said 
she needs three miles. 


"She has been schooled over hurdles at 
home so we can look for a long distabnce 
hurdle race for her or even go point-to- 
pointing." 

Baron Sutton confirmed he does not like 
racing when pulled up in the Haygain Hay 
Steamers Clean Healthy Forage Novices' 
Hurdle atTowcester. 

After racing keenly at the start, he lost in¬ 
terest and stopped three from home. 

"It would appear he is not a racehorse," • 
said Buckler. "We have checked him out to 
see if there is a physical problem, and if 
there is something that is hurting him, but 
have drawn a blank. 

"It appears to be a mindset problem, and 
he will now be retired and found another 
job." 

Buckler hedges his bets with the weather 
over the New Year, with Ashbourne Folly, 
following on from his Ascot race, and 
Never Say Never entered to run at Exeter 
yesterday, and also declared for Lingfield 
on Friday where The Sawyer, who turned 
13 on New Year's Day is entered in the Ted 
Long Challenge Cup Handicap Chase. 

Never Say Never who looked promising 
in his first two bumpers in the spring re¬ 
turned after the summer break making 
noises and has subsequently had a throat 
operation, and hopes to show his potential 
in another bumper.
